PARIS, March 18.—The advance of the French troops continued 
today between the Avre and the Aisne along a front of sixty kilo- 
metres (about 37 miles), according to the official communication is- 
sued by the War Office Sunday night. French cavalry entered 
Nesle. In the direction of Ham, on the Somme River, the French 
forward movement reached a depth of about twelve and a half 
miles, 

North of Soissons the French have oecupied Crouy, and in the 
same district have taken the villages of Carlepont, Morsam and 
Nouvron Vingre, 

The town of Noyon was oceupied by French cavalry detachments 
at 10 o'clock Sunday morning. 

The report issued on Saturday told of the earlier retirement of 
the enemy. It read as follows :— 

“Along the whole front between Andechy and the Oise (about 
fifteen miles) the enemy declining battle, abandoned under the pres- 
sure of our troops, powerfully and skillfully fortified lines, which they 
had held for more than two years. ° ‘

designed to. promote the traffic. 
The business of the Legislature 
being to copy the will of the public 
into the statute book. These, and 
other amendments clearly aimed 
at suppressing the traffic, should 
be passed. 

Under the present and prospec- 
tive cireumstances Canada needs a 
standing army for home defence 
about as much as it needs a fleet 
of dreadnaughts in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, Such army can only 
be required to quell insurrections 
in Canada or to repel an invasion 
of German residents of the United 
States. Canadian residents of 
enemy races have done nothing to 
warrant the supposition that they 
would get up a rebellion to help 
Prussian autocracy if they thought 
it eauld he nor that 
they are fools enough to think they 
could get up a suecessful rebel- 
lion if they wanted to. German 
residents of the United States 
have not invaded Canada when the 
chances were better than they 
are now, and the chances of doing 
so in future will be several times 
less favorable than they have been 
in the past. Every man of Ger- 
man sympathy in the United 
States is under suspicion and sur- 
veillance, and the military forees 
of the Republic are being recruited 
in view of a probable declaration 
of war against Germany. German 
sympathizers in the United States 
of belligerent intent would first 
have to defeat the military forces 
of their own country before they 
Jaunched an invading army upon 
Canada, And the entertainment 
so. provided them would give 
ample time to mobilize Canadian 
police forces and militia units at 
threatened points to deal effee- 
tively with any survivors who 
straggled across the border. Pro- 
perly equipped, instructed and 
thanaged, the poliee and militia 
forces of Canada may be relied 
upon to do all that needs to be 
done either in the way of suppress- 
ing vebellion or of repelling fili- 
busters. It is in Europe, not in 
Canada, that this country must be 
defended or conquered; and if 
fifty thousand more Canadians are 
to be put in training it should be 
for service where the danger is, 
not where it is not, Fifty thousand 
able-bodied men may be far better 
employed this summer produeing 
foodstuffs and munitions for the 
fighting line in France than is con- 
suning both in the unnecessary 
funetions of a stagding army in 
Canada.

The British capture of Bapaume 
is important because it marks an 
epoch in the progress of the great 
war, From the first clash of Briton 
and Prussian at Mons in August 
14, until July, 1916, the sn- 
periority of the enemy in numbers, 
equipment, organization, position 
and strategy was so overwhelm- 
ing that only the unéonquerable 
valor of the British soldier—who 
lived or died a hero, whether in a 
Winning or a losing fight—saved 
the world from that domination 
by a military autocracy that was 
the purpose of the war. The Som-

About the best stroke of nation- 
al service Mr. Bennett can do just 
now is to come out frankly and 
tell the publie what he is doing to 
redistribute the working forces of 
the country so as to release men 
for military service and secure the 
largest output of munitions and 
foodstuffs, or what he proposes to 
do, and when he intends to begin. 
There has been no gain in national 
strength, either on the battle-field 
or elsewhere, in having eheeked 
recruiting and got everybody 
standing expectantly waiting for 
the Government to tell them what 
to do. And that seems to be the 
measure of his achievements up to 
date, 

The Russian revolution was ef- 
fected more easily and more quick- 
ly than is common in the ease of 


spontaneous and unpremeditated’ 


uprisings. The way in which it 
was carried through suggests that 
it must have been most skillfully 
and completely pre-arranged, or 
else the success is only local to 
some centres and may or may not 
carry the support of the people 
throughout the vast Empire. In 
the latter event there is almost 
certain tosfollow a period of tur- 
moil and controversy, if not of 
actual civil war, and a consequent 
slackening of military activity 
against the enemy. The hope of 
civilization must be that the over- 
turn was pre-arranged and orga- 
nized, and that the new Govern- 
ment will have the instant and 
hearty endorsation of the masses. 
That is a good deal to hope for in 
the case of a people whose patri- 
otism has been so intimately  as- 
sociated with veneration for the 
deposed Emperor, But unless that 
is the situation the other Allies 
must count on little or no help 
from Russia for some time, and 
prepare to meet the concentrated 
power of the enemy on the other 
fronts,

me offensive was the first real, or 
in any degree fair, trial of strength 
between the British and the Ger- 
mans, Not till then had British 
valor and devotion been ade- 
quately reinforced by the appli- 
ances of the new warfare; without 
which the most exalted valor or 
devotion only meant sacrifice with- 
out — snecess. July-—August~ 
September—October — November, 
1916, was the bloodiest period in 
the world’s history. The British 
alone lost over half a million men. 
What the French or German 
losses were are unknown, but 
must have been in proportion. The 


British and Freneh went up 
against the strongest and most 
thoroughly equipped forces that 


could be massed against them, oc 
cupying positions naturally strong, 
and further strengthened by all 
the resources that German military 
science could bring to bear, Pro- 
gress was slow—as well as bloody, 
But it was progress. It was a 
titanic trial of courage, strength, 
skill and endurance; both parties 
to the struggle being fully prepar- 
ed, and realizing the importance 
of the result. From Albert—two 
miles within the allied lines as they 
were on July Ist—it is only twelve 
miles to Bapaume. It has cost the 
Allies over eight months time and 
upwards of a million men to take 
that ten miles of territory. But 
they took it, and thereby broke the 
tradition of German invincibility 
that had been established by the 
war of 1870, and further built up 
by the previous events of the great 
war itself. Onee the German 
Knows that he can be beaten, and 
the Briton and Frenchman know 
they can beat him, the war has 
entered upon a new stage. The 
opposite was the moral effect that 
the Germans hoped for from the 
attack on Verdun, But the Verdun 
attack failed, while the Somme 
drive succeeded. All the difference 
im the world. 

Although Bapaume itseif is not 
of great importance, yet it  oc- 
cupies a most important place in 
the German scheme of offence and 
defence on the western front. It 
has a commanding position on the 
height of land between the waters 
flowing into the Bay of Biscay 
and those flowing into the North 
Sea. The great leading roads 
from Arras to Peronne, and from 
Albert to Cainbrai, cross at Ba- 
paume, The railway from Arras 
to Amiens—both towns within the 
Allied lines—passes near Ba- 
paume. and a line  eanneets 
through Bapaume with the French 
and Belgian railways in German 
hands, with connections into Ger- 
many. For military purposes, 
either of offence or defenee, its 
situation was ideal, and it may be 
depended upon that German 
military science improved every 
advantage with German thorough- 
ness. It was stated to be the Bri- 
tish objective when the drive be- 
gan, so that when after eight 
mouths continuous battle the Ger- 
mans give it up there can be only 
one conelusion, namely, that they 
have been beaten at their own 
game—by superior courage, force 
and efficiency. From Albert to 
Bapaume the British fought up- 
hill, From Bapaume to Belgium 
and the North Sea the slope of the 
country favors the British, This 
may mean much or little in modern 
warfare; but when the sides are 
evenly matched even a slight ad- 
vantage is important. 

A most hopeful sign from the 
British point of view is the fact 
that the fortress was captured 
without assault in foree, The 
Germans were beaten out of it by 
overwhelming big gun fire, or 
abandoned it because, by reason 
of the British advance at weaker 
points on either side, it became 
evident that they could and would 
be so overwhelmed, As compared 
with the hideous tragedy of the 
frontal attack on Thiepval at the 
opening of the drive in July, this 
shows an improvement in the diree 
tion of the British high command 
that means even more than guns 
and men. It is to be expected that 
while our munition makers have 
heen working and our soldiers 
have been dying, our high officers 
have been learning that) human 


i 


flesh cannot successfully stand 
against machine guns, no matter 
with what courage they are faced. 
That a dead man is no use, and 
that a wounded man is a_hind- 
ranee, not a help. in the earlier 
days of the war, when equipment 
was lacking, there was only the 
soldiers’ steadfastness and courage 
to depend on. Then sacrifices had 
to be made; not to achieve victory, 
but to hold back disaster. But 
now, with adbquate and superior 
military equipment the lives of 
men should be counted out more 
carefully than the miser counts his 
coins of gold. There are no men 
to spare, except for results. 
comparatively lighter losses and 
more pronotneed successes of 
those later operations leading to 
the eapture of Bapaume would 
seem to indicate that inereased ef- 
ficieney has uot been confined to 
guns and munitions, but has int 
eluded the high command. In 
that lies the promise of final vie 
tory.

The Newspa&per and Its Field | 
‘ cntihtnetllnncenneemneeinsndlinannnitcinnsesnly) 

It is possible for a city to exist 
without a daily newspaper. But 
no modern city does exist without 
one or more, It is universally ac 
cepted that the city that has a 
morning paper is in a higher class 
than the city with only an evening 
paper or pape’. This is because 
the expense of producing a morn- 
ing paper is much greater than 
that of an evening paper. There- 
fore the city that offers an ade- 
quate field for a morning paper 
must have greater population, 
wealth or enterprise than the city 
that only supports an evening 
paper or papers. The snitability 
of the field can of course only be 
demonstrated by actual experi- 
ment. The character, appearance 
and value of the paper produced, 
whether morning or evening, is ac- 
cepted as an index of the town or 
city. The morning paper that 
meets the visitor at the street cor- 
ner or at the breakfast table gives 
him his first impression of the city. 
That impression is favorable or 
unfavorable as the paper has or 
lacks merit. If it is live, clean and 
business like itwreates a favorable 
impression regarding the city. If 
it is dull, slovenly or ill-direeted 
the visitor’s impression of the city 
corresponds. If the morning ar- 
rival—and these are the vast ma- 
jority of important arrivals—has 
to be told that there is no morning 
paper he concludes that whatever 
the title it receives by law or 
hy courtesy the place is not in fact 
a city—that is a worth-while me- 
tropolis of trade calling for the 
consideration of the prospective 
investor. 

If the morning paper plays an 
important part in impressing vis- 
itors favorably regarding the city, 
it plays an even more important 
part in presenting the city favor- 
ably to the people of outside 
points upon whose trade it de- 
pends for its properity, or indeed 
its existence as a city, The news 
of the world is demanded day by 

>, More especially during war 
times, Waerld news ean only he 
collected and published at great 
expense. Only the resources of a 
newspaper that has the support 
of a large city can possibly meet 
the demand. World news  hap- 
pens chiefly in the day time. It is 
wired during the night. The type 
is set and printed in the morning 
paper in time to catch the morn- 
ing trains to outside points in all 
directions. By means of the morn. 
ing paper the people of other 
towns for a distance of 200 miles 
in all directions get the world 
news of the day before, by means 
of the morning paper, sooner than 
the residents of the city itself get 
it by an evening paper. What is 
true of world news is as true of 
city or local news equally,  Out- 
side points get city news by the 
morning paper sooner than resi- 
dents of the city itself can get it 
by an evening paper. They are 
kept much more closely in teuch 
with city affairs. They are there- 
fore more intimately interested, 
and their business tends to follow 
their interest. While Calgary and 
Saskatoon have morning papers, if 
Edmonton had none the interest 
of the intervening population 
would drift towards Calgary and 
Saskatoon from points nearer Ed- 
mouton than it does now, and bus- 
iness would drift with it. 


The city itself needs the serviees 
of a morning paper quite as much 
as do its visitors or its customers, 
The energetic eitizen whether man 
or woman and whether for public 
or private business reasons, needs 
to know in the morning what hap- 
pened the day and night before in 
order to be ready to meet effi- 
ciently the conditions of the day. 
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The decisions of the city council, 
of the school board, of the legisla- 
ture when sitting, or of the ex 
eeutives of the various business 


or social organizations of the city 


are generally reached at night. 
The man of affairs has knowledge 
of them from the morning paper 
and has the opportunity to adjust 
his business to them without de 
lay; or to combat them if neces 
sary, also without delay. In mo- 
dern city life a day’s delay may 
mean success or failure, so that to 
the business man-——-or woman—the 
morning paper is a first necessity. 

Not the least important service 
of # morning paper the fact 
that the retail merchant can reach 
his city customers more promptly 
through its columns than through 
the evening paper. In these days 
of early closing the announcement 
which appears in the evening 
paper does not reach the prospec- 
live customer until after the stores 
are closed for that day. There 
fore it not effective until the 
next day. An announcement that 
appears in the morning paper 
reaches the prospective customer 
early in the morning, can be con- 
sidered at leisure and acted upon 
at any time during the same day. 
The dealer and customer are 
therefore brought much more 
closely together in the matter of 
time, with less chance of misun- 
derstanding and possible mutuai

While the morning paper is fo 
the man whose business demands 
that he should keep up to the 
minute with his information, or 
the man who has the time at his 
disposal to read in the morning, a 
large part of the population are 
not so circumstanced that it is con- 
venient for them to read the 
morning paper. An evening paper 
therefore is as much a necessity to 
one part of the population of the 
city as the morning paper is to the 
other. And the same condition 
applies to the people of outside 
points, So far as Edmonton is con 
cerned, while a large majority of 
the trains leave in the morning 
there are a number of important 
trains that leave in the evening. 
Neither a morning nor an evening 
paper alone can meet the needs of 
both city and country. With the 
view of rendering the maximum 
service to its patrons and to the 
. the Bulletin pub 
lishes an evening as well as a 
morning edition, By this means 
it effectually covers the field both 
inside and outside the city. The 
city man who has time for a morn- 
ing paper reads the Morning Bul- 


wity oat laree 
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letin. The man whose leisure is in 
the evening reads the Evening 
Bulletin. Morning and evening 


trains out of the city carry morn- 
ing or evening editions of the 
Bulletin; and the visitor to the 
city gets the news of the world 
and of the city itself up to date im 
whichever edition of the Bulletin 
he meets first, 

But there is a part—and a very 
important part—-of the popula- 
tion upon whose trade the city 
depends that cannot be convent- 
ently served by means of a daily 
paper. To the rural population 
not resident along or near the 
railway lines served by a daily 
train, a daily paper is not of use 
in proportion to the cost. A large 
proportion of the rural mails run 
only twice or possibly once a 
week, To meet that situation a 
twice-a-week edition of the Bul- 
letin issued, A selection 
jiade from the reading matter ap- 
pearing in the daily and the paper 
is printed on Monday and Thurs- 
day. News from the daily of 
Monday or Thursday morning ap 
pears in the semi-weekly of that 
day. So that the reader gets the 
very -latest news that the mail 
service admits, Lf his mail leaves 
Edmonton on Monday or Thurs- 
day evenings or on Tuesday or 
Friday mornings he gets the news 
as quickly as if he had subseribed 
for the daily and from three to 
six days earlier than if he had 
subseribed for a weekly, 

To give such a service 
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dissatisfaction, Anereapucinciope aes 
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pletely covering the field in both 
city and country costs money, A 
double telegraphic service cover- 
ing the news of the whole twenty 
four hours must be paid for, a 
double press room staff must be 
maintained, aud a considerable 
portion of the editorial staff must 
also be doubled. But by running 
a night and day telegraphic ser 
vice with morning and evening 
editions the Bulletin is able to as 
sure its readers that they get 
everything there is to get up to 
the minute. As the news staff is al 
vays at work local happenings 
are caught for its columns prompt 
ly and without fail.
